, Those who ha.'.? read mdci 
standingly as well ns those who; 
have lived in, the midst, know that 
dec and low lived crime forir, a 
large part of the business of all • 
large cities. The business of vice ; 
and crime is systematized and : 
protected, and. is carried on hot 
in retail and wholesale propor¬ 
tions, m0i the connivance ? o£ the ; 
officers of the law. 

Moralists and reformers* withl 
the best of intentions have nov 
and then, .$» did Parklmrst in 
New York, augmented the evil by 
intemperate methods of exposure; 
and others have accomplished' 
some good hy personal efforts. 
Yet as cities grow larger, these 
effiffi tgrow Worse* Ijarge cities 
are the parse nf nations. 

According io George Klhbcc* 
Turner in McClure % for April, 
Chicago would he «deprived of 
nearly 3D per cent. Of its business 
revenue if the liquor, trade, dope 
business, and hawdy house traffic 
were blotted tout. Those interests, 
largely'’control the machinersy of 
"geverniment im all big cities. In 
Chicago it is an complete control. 

The terrible conditions awaken 
in thesrainds <df all moral jtnenaii& 
■women, a desire to do sometijing 
to wipe out these curses; and 
many have attempted it, mnd 
failed. Why! There are many 
reasons. The tmost easily under¬ 
stood 5s this—-“Tigs w&lnot gsOAV 
on thorn bushes.” V 

(Of adbat use to trilk moral 
philosophy to a onatt Who oitiy 
comprehends the qihilowophy Of 
money? Of -what use rto hold 
prayer meetings in a bawdy, 
house, where money is the only 
God, and liie only thing that com-i 
moods respeet. and "Where the lift 
mates know that some of those 
saine reformers wjH sooner or 
later become patrons. 

For let no one forget, for an 
instant, that ten thousand pro¬ 
fessionally immoral women cannot 
be supported Ip Chicago + With sort 
the cooperation of twcnly .times 
that number of immoral mem 
Those men are not the bams o 
the slums. They are many dol¬ 
lars removed from that element, 
In the minds of tnexpeneneed re¬ 
formers all forms of viee are? 
thought to be* indulged in as a 
matter of pleasure? and much is 
said and written about the gayety 
and; pleasure that abounds in 
places of vice. Yigdrous attacks 
are made upon the sin Of pleas¬ 
ure, and against its allurements 
are offered the rewards of good 
deeds—generally the total indif¬ 
ference of society is the reward 
given to the few who are induced 
to reform. "The pleasure of 

vice:”—-bellow mockeryl It is 

all a matter of money, cold blood¬ 
ed business. 

Many deep thinkers of the past; 
who have grappled with the so- 
cial problem, have come to the 
’ conclusion that these evils are 
necessary, hence the only thing 
to do is to tolerate and regelate 
what we cannot help. Now and 
the some ** crank’ ’ comes for¬ 
ward and tells the good people 
that all these evils arc the result 
of the social system, or the Jegiti- 
mate outcome of civilization, lie 
gets scant attention, and if he 
does not have a care he will be 
prosecuted nnd persecuted for 
telling nnwelccme truths; and 


even though, ih his indignation he 
erics; out, Ye scribes, pharisees, 
hypocrites; woe unto you;” the 
roe really comes to him, and he 
either loses his courage and be¬ 
comes silent or continues to tell 
the truth until he is made a 
martyr of, and one more barrier 
to the progress of *■* business'* is 
removed. 

Yet the simple fact is, and no 
art of argument or subtilty of 
philosophy, can change it—all 
these conditions are the result of 
our so-called system of civiliza¬ 
tion. Proof.—Savages are not 
guilty of such offenses. Arc these 
evils a necessary part of onr so¬ 
cial system? Certainly mot,, ftS 
business enterprises, or to the ex¬ 
tent they are at present practiced 

It may not he possible to so 
regulate and control each, individ¬ 
ual that the baser craving for 
excitement will not become mani¬ 
fest more or less, but there is a 
way to prevent thousands of per¬ 
sons 'co-operating and exploiting 
yieg- as business enterprises, Jr 
which today many of the so-called 
better classes are indirectly bene¬ 
ficiaries; and much, to their shame, 
do we acknowledge it. 

. Tho first and strictly necessary 
thing to do is to stop: the growth 
of eities. The larger the cities of 
a nation are, The more corrupt 
that country is. “We have been 
taking too much pride in the 
growth of our cities, and too lit¬ 
tle in the development of the i 
country. Country and small 
community life is where virtue 
is cradled, knowledge promoted, 
and happy conditions exist. The 
cry, "hack to Che land,” is the 
ciry of salvation for this nation 

In the meanwhile how can. tlm 
evils tiiat now curse the big cities 
be reduced to a minimum? By 
inducing the good men and 
-omen who employ labor, particu¬ 
larly young women, (to pay them 
suffieaCUfc wages, Also to teat 
down tike old rookeries and shacks 
.in which the poor are housed, 
and build good, well ventilated 
houses with the rentals such that 
families can live »con1fortahly am 
a workingman’s wages. Intro¬ 
duce a better system df cooking, 
so that all may !have wholesome 
palatable food. Above all. have 
every (young man so thoroughly 
trained -physically, that immoral 
conduct will be 'unnatural. Jn 
short, tfO improve the economic 
conditions ‘that young men can 
afford io marry and settle down 
with an .assurance .that .in five,; 
ten, or fifteen years they will not 
be suddenly deprived of their in¬ 
comes, at .the caprice of dhance 
happenings. Drifting and unat¬ 
tached men are a msral curse •to 
the world in the aggregate. 
Drifting families are mot thrifty 
nor tbeiiefirial to themselves or ..so¬ 
ciety. 

The custom that has put ft 
slight (reproach upon unmarried 
women has been prolific .of much 
misery, and While that cnetoni has 
largely passed away, theae is no; 
adequate protectwoi given do un¬ 
married women in the economic 

sense. ■ 

' # 

Attempts to put the foregoing 
ideas into effect Would he, at 
least, remedial in tendency, and 
would emphasize the way in 
which better conditions must 
come. 

“Busier, Bigger aud Better 
Boston,” is an idea that sounds 
quite good; hut the opposite prop¬ 
osition, more and better farms, 
is good regardless of the sound. 
Maine offers to the congested, 
“bigger, busier and better” Bos¬ 
tons, salvation in the way of good 
land, pure air and pure water, 
and moral surroundings. These 
are elements that make for right¬ 
eousness, and we recommend to 
the moralists and reformers all 
; earnest eonsidemtion of the possi¬ 
bilities herein suggested.
